On the 26th of July, 1657, from the Ship “Heotor® and 
another not named, a company Londed at Boston Mass., Toraed 
principally by Merchants of London, whose th and standing 
at home enabled them to come out to America under more favor- 
pom auspices than any company that had hitherte sougpt these 

res. 


They were nvcompanied by the Rev, John Davenport as their 
Pastor, and are supposed to have been mostly members of his 
Chureh and congregation in London. The Leaders were men of

mon skilled in sugh arts as were likely tr most needed, 


In that , it Ls supposed, came THOMAS NASH, with a 
wife and five lédren. He was occupation a gunemith, a 
trade admitting of on easy transition to that of black swith, 
thus rendering him doubly useful to a people whose ei tuation 
required thet both arma and instruments of husbandry should be 
kept in repair.

TIMOTHY NACH, usually onlled Lieut. Timothy Nash, was the 
yomees child of Thomas Nach, the mi and was born in 
giand, or at Leyden, Holland, in 1626. 


On the 4th of Mareh, 1664, the freeman's oath wae adminis 
tered to 2 persons, including Thomas Nash. Timothy wae trained 
in hie father's oocupation, a gunemith, and he, like others, 
gradually changed it inte that of an ordinary blacksmith, more 
userur and necessary for the settlers. 


Sie uarriage was recorded thus, undated: "fimothy Nash and 
Kebecksh Stone were married by «-~"*. It and the births of his 
two eldest children were recorded at New Haven. Timothy Nagh 
i# included in the group of about sixty persona who, discouraged 
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much Gisseneion within iy Gurch ea to withdraw from 
mother Colony, and aa to Hadley, tase. opening & new 
settlement there,... He was a useful and reg yee sitizen, 
frequoey employed in Town Affairs. He held the office of 
Lieutenant in the militie, by which title he is still designated, 
And 1¢ should be remembered thet a military title in those days 
whe genermlly a sign of real merit. 


Re represented the Town of Hadley-at the General Court of 
Massachusetts in 1690, 1691, ond 1698. He died March 13, 1699,

DANT@. WASH, gon of Lieut. TMmothy Hash, of Hadley, Mags., 
was born about 1676, He was a blegkemith, and had a house and 
shop on a lot situated at the corner of Bridie and Market Atreete, 
on which the Episcopal Church in Nor ton, and the house next 
southwest of 1¢, now stand,(1885). In 1726, he sold out in 
Nor ton, and hin name next | ave in the records of Hadley, 
flouth Precinct (now South Hadley), Whether he went directly from 
Nor ton to South Nadley is not now known. Another Daniel 
Nash, gon of hie brother John Nash, of Hadley, settled in the 
South Precinct about 1730, and for a few yoars there were two of 
the same name there, both blacksmiths, designated as Senior and 
Junior. The name of the elder disappears from the records of 
South Hadley about 1758, and is next mentioned in Upper Houga- 
toniek (now Great Barrington, Mass.) in 1739, where it seems he 
paseed the remainder of hie life, All that is known of him 
subsequently ia from the following inseription on an old gray 
stone in the old grave-yard at Great ton,«--"Here lies the 
body of Daniel Nash, who died Mareh 10,A.9.

JONATHAN NASH, Haq., gon of Daniel Nash of Northampton and 
treat Berri , Hass., was born Dec. 53,1721. He probably went 
with his father from South Hadley to eater Housatonick (then a 

of Sheffield, Mass., and now, Grent Sarrington, Yass.) when 

was about 18 years of age. ‘The firet mention of his name in 
the Sheffield records was in 1746, He was chosen Constable in 
1750, one of the Selectmen and Asseasors in 1'766-7-8, and held 
other offices at different times. In 1761 Upper Housatenick was 
set off and sg! ayo af # separate town, and named Gent 
Sarrington. In the new town he was «a man highly respected; was 
frequently employed in town affairs, as moderator of town-geetings, 
Selectman, Assessor, Warden, Overseer of the Workhouse, ete., an 
WAR many an acting Magistrate of the gre & Ne, too, waa a 
dbliackmith, and hie shop stood a rod or two no of hie house. 


Jonathan Nash married, July 19, 1744, Anna Maria Spoor, of 
Tagheonick, H.¥., who wae born in Auguat 1717. Jonathan died

“THE REV. DANIEL NASH. A.B., youngest son of Jonathan Nash, 
Esq., of Great Barrington, Mase., born May 28, 1765, familiarly 
kyown in Otsego and adjacent counties in New fork State as 
FATHER NASH, filled, perhaps, the most extensive sphere of 
usefulness of any of the NASH name; yet nothing is now known 
of his youthful history, and but little of his ministerial life, 
beyond the fact that he was a much loved and extensively useful 
minister of the Gospel. He eer? to have been one of those 
Christians who act as seeing ngs invisible, with very little 
concern for earthly things or human opinions,--claiming no 
eminence of talent, but having ean eye single to the glory of 
God, and a heart overflowing with love for the souls of men, 


"The few facts obtained are chiefly from some of his MSS. 
in the hands of his grandson, Edward N. Munroe, of Burlington, 
Otsego Go., N.¥., ond from the recollections of the Rev. and 
venerable Dr. D. Burhans, now (1852) 90 yeare of age. 


“Daniel Nash graduated at Yale College in 1785, in the same 
class with Noah Webster, and was a member of the Congregatiogal 
Church, of which there is among his papers a certificate dated 
Aug.16,1785, signed by Samuel Wales, Pastor of that church in 
New Heven. It is said that he was at one time a licensed teacher 
of that order, and was studying under the supervision.of the 
Celebrated Dr. Hopkins. 


The following sketch is from Dr, Burhans: 


‘The first of my personal acquaintance with the late Rev. 
Daniel Nash was at Great Barrington, Mass., in the autumn of 
1795. Having spent two or three years in teaching a select 
echool¥ in New Jersey, under the patronage of the late Bishop 
Croes, he returned to his native place to attend the settlement 
of his father's estate, who had recently deceased. I was intro- 
duced to him by the late Rev. Gideon Bostwick, and a last friend- 
ship then was commenced. 


I soon found Mr. Nash, in addition to h s natural and 
acquired talents, in possession of catholic views of the Apos- 
tolic Church, in primitive doctrine and discipline, but above all, 
of a lively, practical faith, manifested in humility and sobriety, 
with a cheerful countenance,--affable in conversation,--without 
cant, familiar on religious subjects, which endeared him to me, 
and to all his asiunec tana. 

# His gon, Dr. Wm. G. Nash, recollects hearing his father say 
that he taught an academy nine years, before he was ordained, 
first at Pittsgrove, then at Swedesboro, N.J. He probably in- 
cluded the three years he taught in Richmond, Mass., after hhs 
return. 


"Finding him desirous of becoming a candidate for Moly 
Otders, he was furnished with ample credentials of his early 
_plety and exemplary life. In due time he returned to 
Swedesboro, and spent the winter with the then Rev. Mr. Croes, 
as an assistant in his academy, studying theology till the 
spring of 1794, when he obtained testimonials as a candidate 
for Holy Orders, signed by the Rector, Rev. Mr. Ovoges, and the 
Vestry of the Ghureh in Swedesboro. e then returned home, 
desirous of obtaining pb: peal school, and completing his 

theological studies in that region. 


“Knowing of a vacancy at New Lebanon Springs, where I had 

officiated occasionally, and collected a small congregation, 
I recommended him ae a teacher in their academy, and as a lay 
reader in the church. In this situation he remained three 

cars, In the mean time he became acquainted with an amiable 
Tady, Miss Olive Lusk, of a very respectable family in Rich. 
mond, Mass. (His son, Dr. Wm. C. Nash, understands that their 
fathers were intimate friends while members together of the 
Legislature of Mase., which circumstance led to their union.) 
Her benignity of mind and placidity of manners, like two 
elements of congenial matter, melted into each other, The 
were married in Jan. 1796. A more happy couple seldom mee 
in this jarring world. There was no discord, but harmon 
and love prevailed at home and abroad, for they were bot 
highly esteemed for courtesy, for success as teachers, and for 
their amieble deportment and Christian example. 


"But I found the field was too small for their expansive 
minds, which glowed with a migsionary spirit. I had myself, 
for two winters previously, visited the county of Otsego, N.Y., 
ag a missionary, with a view of finally removing to that field, 
already white for the harvest; but finding my wife inelining to 
Consumption, I was gbliged to abandon the project, and proposed

were both missionaries, though the name was not yet understood 
or appreciated, The one had given up all his hopes of more , 
comfortable living in the well-stored country at the east, and 
had come to Otsego to preach the gospel and build up the 
church on apostolic ground, with no assurance of a salary 
but such as he could glean from the cold soil of unrenewed 
nature, or pluck from the clustere of the few scilons which 
he might graft into the vine Christ Jesus. 


He lived not in a tent, as the patriarchs did, surrounded 
‘with servants to tend hie flecks, and to milk his kine and to 
bring him butter in a lordly di sh; but in a ¢abin of unhewn 
logs, with scarcely o pane of glass to let in light sufficient 
to read his Bible; and even this cabin was not his own, nor 
was he permitted to live in one for a long time together. 

All this was witnessed by the other, who came to see him and 
helped him carry hia little articles of crockery, holding 

one handle of the basket and Mr, Nash the other, and as they 
Mgr the road, talked of the things pertaining to the kingdom 
° . 


The writer can not refrain from tears in bringing to mind 
the oircumstances attending this interesting scene. That wan, 
who was afterwards most emphatically called FATHER NASH, bein 
the founder of the church in Otsego County, was at this a 
60 little regarded by the ehureh at large, and even by his 
neighbors, that he had not the means to move his substance 
from one cabin to anether, but with his own hands, assisted only 
by his wife and emall children, and a passing missionary. Well 
does the writer remember how the little one-roomed cabin looked 
. as he entered it; its rude door, hung on wooden hinges, creaking 

as they turned; how joyful that good man was that he had been ~ 
mindful to fetch a few nails, which he had used in the other 
cabin, Just left, for his comfort in this, now the receptacle 
of ali his substance. These, he drove into the logs with great 
judgment, choosing the place most appropriate for his hat, 8 
coat, end other garments of himgelf and family. All this while 
his patient wife, directing the children to kindle the fire, 

repared the food for--whom? ‘Shall it be said a stranger? No; 
but for ore who by sympathy felt himself more their brother than 
by all the ties of nature, and who, by the e le now set before 
him, learned a lesson of tnexpresalble value to him all the days 
of his eubsequent life. 
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g0l, he was admitted to the esthood 
by Uo "BE. TREE “FCI E hore, then Bishop of New york. His 
estimate of Mr, Nach's character may be inferred from the follow- 
ing extract of a letter written by him the day after the ordination, 
to Gen. Jacob Morris, of Butternuts, Otsego Co.; "Yesterday I or- 
dained Mr. Nash a priest; and it affords me no jattle satisfaction 
fo reflect that the first act of my Zpiscopsl function has been 
employed in elevating to the priesthood so worthy a man." 


Tt is known that he was a special favorite of Bishop Hobart. 


A particular account of his life during his protracted min- 
istry in that region will probably never be given, The following 
extract from a latter to o brother clergyman who had desired him 
to write an account of the churches in those parts shows that he 
aid not intend his own history should be written. The extract, 
however, gives us an idea of his manner of life. 


"This evening is the first time I have collected courage 
enough even to give an answer to your kind letter,--kind, although 
you urge me to perform a task which I had resolved never to per- 
form, §8t. Paul looked upon it as a foolish thing for him to 
boast of his labors and sufferings, his toils and afflictions. 
He did it, however, for the sake of affording his friends an 
opportunity to vindicate his character. I have no such reason 
to influence me to write thé history of the chureh in this and 
the adjacent counties,--to do it, I must of course speak of 
mysel?, for I was the principal and only minister for many years,-- 
happy years indeed,--I never felt discouraged, neither did I feel 
alone. My wife was then living,--a noble-spirited, sensible 
woman, who in the room of feeling discouraged, was the first 
to cheer me on in my arduous labours. 


"The country was then comparatively a wilderness--often she 
— me a child and then got on the horse behind me with another 
n her arms, and thus we would go to our public worship for a 
number of miles. She excelled in music, and I understood it 
well,--we were never confounded in that part of the service, and 
when the congregation did not well understand how to make the 
responses, she always did it in a solemn, gignified manner. ~ 
Through all kinde of weather, whether the place was near or re- 
mote, I was uniformly at the place a short time before the people 
began to assemble. This gave me an opportunity to speak kindly 
to them, and enguire respecting their families. They judged me 
to feel interested both for their temporal and spiritual welfare, 
and they did not judge amiss. Whenever a door was opened to 
Catechise in public or private houses, I did it. 


‘Mx, Battin, of Gooperstown, adds, "One custom of hie I have 
heard of repeatedly. Wherever he went on a visit, he used always 
to call the children of the household together and question them 
in their catechism, making sundry kindly, paternal remarks, an 
Calling down a blessing upon them, as it is expressed,.!... "Often 
while living end preaching and organizing churches in this county, 
he went out to visit and preach to the Oneide Indiane, in that 

County, end visited, in his way, ehurch families, stopping at 
their homes, and catechising their children, according to his 
custom, " 
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That he was highly esteemed and genersiiy beloved by his 
peers there is abundant evidence. + Morris, writing him a 
ew monthe previous to his death, says, "No teacher of religion 
has ever made such an impression upon me as yourself, nor can I 
feel for any other as I feel for you, my dear, pious, good friend," 
hat he was useful is a fact of general notoriety, From 1804 to 
1816, when, to use his own words, "The country was a comparative 
wilderness," and Episcopalians few and widely dispersed, he re- 
pares to Convention, 496 baptisms. In 1817 he was throw from 
8 Carriage, and so severely injured as to preclude active duties 

for most of the year. In 1819, he reported 104 baptisms, In 
1825-6, he was sick much of the time, and soon afterwards wae called 
fo mourn the loss of his excellant companion, the partner of his 
toile, who died while on a visit to her brother-in-law, William 
Grandal, Esq., of Exeter, Otsego Co., N.Y, 


In 1831, he had # severe illness at the house of his son-in-law, 
Hassan Munroe, of Burlington, in the same county, and for several 
months he was deemed near his end, He never afterwards entirely 
regained his health, though he so fer recovered by the following 
spring ss to resume hie ministerial duties. 


In the spring of 1856, he again called on his daughter at 
Burlington, complaining of indisposition, which grew continually 
worse until the fourth of June, when his spirit was relensed from 
its earthly prison té join the company of the redeemed in a world 

& sorrow and suffering have no place. His disease was termed 
by the physicians, dropsy of the chest. 


The following notice of his death appeared in the Gospel Mes- 
senger, printed at Auburn, N.Y,;: 


"fhe Rev. Daniel Nash, long snd well know as a faithful 
missionary in Otsego Cd., and ite Vieinity, died suddenly, though 
not finexpectedly, of dropsy, on the 4th inst. at Burlington, in the 
county above mentioned, at the age of 75 years and 7 days, The 
Rev. Ur. Tiffany, of Cooperstown, we learn, preached = very appro- 
a sermon at the time of his interment, which took place on the 


He was buried by the side of his deceased wife, in Exeter, But 
having, in his lifetime, been heard to express a wish that he 
might be buried in front of the chureh in Cooperstown, beneath some 
BF ine pe dagen the bedies were subsequently removed, at the re- 
quest of the church, and deposited in the chosen spot, where, 
through the efforte of the ladies, a beautiful monument has been 
erected, of which a friend has furnished an accurate .wood engravi ng, 
It ie an obelisk of white marble,-on a square pedestal of the same 
material, with a granite base four inches thick, measuring altogether 
Mine and one-half feet from the gvound, It stands directly in front 
of the church, and is inscribed, on the front," FATHER NASH, 
first rector of Christ Church, DIED June 4, 1836, Aged 73 years 
and 6 days." On the opposite side appeare, "MRS, OLIVE NASH, wife 
of Father Nash, DIED May 27,1828, Aged 56 years, and 5 months, "
